COW HAT time do you usually go to bed? What time 
' do you usually get up? How many-nights dur- 
ing the last week have you had less than this amount oft 


sleep?” 


These questions, asked of a representative sample of 
adult men and women all ovei: Great Britain in personal 
interviews with field-workers of the British Institute of 
Public Opinion, have brought to light interesting facts 
about the sleeping habits of young and old, rich and poor. 

‘About three-quarters of the total number questioned’ revenled 


thnt they normally sleep eight or 


more hours.a day, while the pro- 


portion of those getting less than that amount rose considerably 
as wealth declined, but only slightly with increase in age

“iif return, the Government wi 
bulld new barracks for the drone 
Jn,a healthy and suitable local 
outside the city. : 

Old residents will recall the Oakley 
award of 1024. The plan was aban- 
doned then. owlng to the outbreak 
of the strike and boycott. The idea 
was recently revived and negotiations 
have been proceeding.. The general 
IIncs on which the scheme should 
be carried out, and the continuation 
of negotiations between the Hong- 
kong Government and the Military 
Authorities, have received the ap- 
proval of the Seeretary of State for 
the Colonies. 


However, the Hon. the Acting 
Cotonial Secretary, Mr. W. J. Carrle, 
told on S.C. if. Post representa- 
tive yesterday that it was stlll for 
too carly. to give any details of the 
proposed scheme or to say how long 
the negotiations are Ikely to Jast. 

“If we take aver the sites,” he sald, 
“we shall provide the Army with 
barracks und nccommodation for 
recreational facilities.”

Mr. Carrie added thot this would 
be very much less costly than the old 
Oakley award which, although ap- 
proved in Legislative Council in 
1024, was shelved.

Nazi propaganda Count Pucckler 
fs disconcertingly candid on another 
topic.

Being «an object of envy on account 
of her vast possessions, she is com- 
pelled willy nilly to conelliate world 
opinion “by a strictly cthical use of 
her power.” In any case he con- 
siders St “highly doubtful whether 
the British pcople would be prepared 
to take up arms for any purely cgo- 
tistical national interest at the cx- 
pense-of other peoples.” 

From this moral check on her 
policy “It follaws that no country in 
the world has anything to fear from 
her, no matter how: strong she may 
be, providing its own forcign. folicy 
fy us strictly ethical as Great Britain's 
is compelled by clrcumstances to be.” 
It wag this, the Count tells us, that 
made it imposslble for Great Britain 
to resist by force the emancipation 
of the Rhineland or the Austrian and 
Sudeten Anschluss, since In’ all these 
actlons the mornl case was indisput- 
ably on the side of Germony. 

There is internal evidence that the 
book was *written before Herr Hitler 
committed ‘the indisputably ‘immoral 
act of annexing Bohemia ond Mora- 
via. Whether the Count himself was 
scandalised by that step we have no 
means of knowing. . Certainly It 
comes within his own definition of 
“ogercssive aims,” which are ‘‘aitmns 
achieved at the’ expense of other 
nations,” and such alms, he asserts,

In his .analysis of the material

the economic side certaln well-known 
directions irf which she hug suffered 
some recent decline. Her mercantile 
marine, her income from banking 
services ‘ubroad, her favourable bal- 
once of ‘payments has disappeared 
and she !s beginning, to live on her 
capital, These developments he at- 
tributes, rightly, of course, to the 
efforts of other nations, especially 
Germany, to “build up their pros- 
perity" by means of 0 policy of self- 
suMeciency. 

In view of these last tendencies, 
which the Count foresees us perman- 
ent, he thinks that Great Britain Is 
destined gradually to: become poorer, 
Her vast accumulated wealth {3 the 
product not of any Intrinsic superi- 
ority, but of her long monopoly of 
industrialisation in the carly and 
middle 19th century, which enabled 
her to create her immense overseas 
investments. The most she can do 
now js, if possible, to maintain her 
inheritance. She cannot hope to 
increase it, nor to replace it if lost, 
since the conditions which permitted 
her to acquire it jn the first instance 
are gone for ever. 

To this extent wher position and 
prospects - have deteriorated, for 
“Great Britain habitually wins‘ her 
wars thanks to her sounder econ- 
omle wind."

The tribunal now ‘sitting has the 
power to take evidence on oath, to 
order the uttendance of witnesses, and 
the production of documents, 

It has at its disposal two registrars 
and a number of skilled draftsmen 
drawn ‘from the Clvil Service.

Tribunals of this kind investigating

Dominions represents a _ great 
potentlal access of strength. In.par- 
ticular he mentions the value of 
Canada as an impregnable base for 
aeroplane construction. Morcover, 
given command of the seas, the 
Colonial Empire affords un immensc 
and rendily. accesslble reservoir for 
raw. materlals, Altogether he re- 
gards the total economic resources of 
the Empire for war purposes as still 
extremely formidable, 

From the milltary standpoint he 
recognises that the Britlsh navy has 
a much greater preponderance in 
European waters than at the out- 
break of the last war, and that the 
relative strength of the allied French 
navy Is also greater. On the other 
hand, Great Britain has,. of course, 
to reckon with the partial loss of her 
island Jmmunity through the develop- 
ment of air power ond also with the 
danger to merchant shipping as ‘it 
approaches the bottleneck of the 
Channed. “To-day,” he snys, “the 
danger has arisen that the first battle, 
the battle of the alr, will be the last 
battle, and that by a direct attack on 
what was formerly an unassailable 
base Great Britain will be deprived 
of the ability to prepare herself for 
the final battle.”

That It was not altogether a sure 
prise was shown by his sterling per- 
formance both in last year's Walker 
Cup trints and the match Itself. Go- 
ing to St. Andrews practically un- 
krown, he went away, having helped 
Great Britain to beat America for 
the first time, with o reputation os 
a golfer In the first Might of amna- 
teurk.

LAST EFFORT TO 
__ BE MADE 
PARIS, July 5. 

THE: PARIS afternoon 


‘papers carry reports from 


London that the British 
Government. is about to 
make a last effort to bring 
the negotiations with Russia 
to a successful conclusion. 


It is contended that London 
will prdpose to Moscow the 
drawing-up of a joint declara- 
tion of mutual assistance by 
Britain, France and the Soviet, 
and that this declaration would 
leave, out of account all contro- 
versin} questions, such as guar- 
antees for neutral States. ” 

At the same time the papers 
manifest scepticism regarding 
the new British offer, a view 
which is apparently shared in 
political quarters. 

It is felt improbable that the 
Soviet will be ready to fall back 
on the proposed declaration.— 
Trans-Occan. 


Compromise Plan 


LONDON. July 6—The _ strict 
silence which is being maintained in 
British official circles and by the 
French Embaasy regarding the French 
Government's new compromise pro- 
posals for Moscow—wwhich were com- 
municated by the French Ambassador 
to London ‘to the British Foreign 
Office this morning—is regarded oa 
moteworthy in political quarters, 

It fz pointed out that hitherto the 
British Government has regarded it 
advisuble. to‘allow a certain leakage 
of information. 
Heved that the new French proposals 
have given rise to certaln difficulties 
which could not be overcome at the 
two hours’ Cabinet session to-day.

The persons to whom these supplics 
were Issued would be asked not to 
make purchases in local shops, or 
other minor purchases during those 
48 hours, . 

It was cqually undesirable that 
large odditional demands should be 
mude on local shops by persons out- 
side the official scheme who might be 
travelling or-urriving in the arcos, 


Reserve Of Food 


Mr. Morrison added: “Persons who 
have means and facilities to do so, 
might with advantage now provide 
themselves with a reserve of non- 
perishable goods In thelr homes in 
addition to stores which they usually 
keep. The equivalent of one week's 
consumption Is suggested for this ad- 
ditional resetve. Such household 
reserves may ‘be particularly usefut in 
the reception arcas to assist In pro- 
viding’ for a ‘sudden influx of 
populntion. : 

“Additional stores should be ac- 
quired before the outset of an 
emergency. In a time of emergency 
al! persons should limit their

ME SUDDEN press elamour 
that the Soviet is deliberately 
holding up conclusion .of an 
alliance with Britain in order to 
make the position of Mr. Neville 
Chamberlain’ untenable is pro- 
paganda as elever ag it is dan-

It is clever, for it immediately 
strengthens Mr. Chamberlain’s 
position with the Englishman, 
whose sympathies are always 
with the under-dog. It is dan- 
gerous because it may well 
wreck whatever possibility there 
is, after all these exasperating 
delays for which the Premier 
appears primarily to blame, of 
an alliance being.concluded, 

Soviet Russia, undoubtedly, 
has cause to be suspicious of the 
present British Cabinet, among 
whose members are persons, in 
addition-_._to_the.-__ Premier, 
notorious for their Russophobia. 
Neither the Premier, Sir John 
Simon or Sir Samuel Hoare have 
entertained in the past any 
feelings but hostility towards 
the Russians, as the history of 
the past two decades bears wit. 
ness, The history of the 
chequered relations between the 
two countries, indeed, has been a 
history of insults and abuse 
which, even whilst negotiations 
have. beer in progress, have 
diminished but littl. If Mr. 
Chamberlain had applied a tithe 
of the perguasive powers he used 
at Godesberg and Munich in the 
cause-of appeasement to. the 
cause of the Peace Alliance the 
position in which the democracies 
find themselves .to-day’ would 
ane been infinitely strengthen- 
ed. .

Nazi propaganda Count Pucclster 

is disconcertingly candid on another 

topic.

sue un aggressive policy even If she 
wished, 

Being an object of envy on account 
of her vast possessions, she ig com- 
pelled willy nilly to conciliate world 
opinion “by a strictly cthical use of 
her power.” In any case he con- 
siders it “highly doubtful whether 
the Britlsh people would be prepared 
to tnke up arms for any purely ego- 
tistical national interest at tho ex- 
pense of other pcoplics.” 

From this moral check on her 
polley “it follows that no country in 
the world hag anything to fear from 
her, no matter how strong she may 
be, providing its own. foreign licy 
ly as strictly ethical as Great Britain’s 
is compelled by circumstances to be.” 
It wag thls, the Count tells us, that 
made It Impossible for Great Britain 
to resist by force the emancipation 
of the Rhincland or the Austrian and 
Sudeten Anschluss, since In all these 
actions the moral case was indisput- 
ably on the side of Germany. 

There js internal evidence that the 
book wos written before Herr Hitler 
committed the indisputably immoral 
net of annexing Bohcmin and Mora- 
via. Whether the Count himself was 
scandallsed by that step we have no 
menns of knowlng. Certainly it 
comes within his own definition of 
“aggressive alms," which. are “alms 
achieved ot the expense of other 
nations,” and such alms, he asserts, 
a statesman of to-day can pursuc 
only “if his own nation and Its allles 
are. 50 powerful that he can defy 
whatever circles may be Involved, 
perhaps the whole world.” .

In hls analysis of the material 
factors affecting Britain's warlike 
strength, Count Pucckler notices on 
the economfe side certain well-known 
directions In which she has suffered 
some recent decline, -Her mercantile 
marine, her Income from banking 
serviecs abroad, her favourable bal~ 
ance of payments has disappeared 
and she [s beginning to live on her 
capital. These developments he at- 
tributes, rightly, of course, to the 
efforts of other nations, especially 
Germony, to “build up their pros- 
perity" by means of n policy of sclf- 
suMiciency. 

In view of these Just tendencies, 
which the Count foresees as perman- 
ent, he thinks that Great Britaln is 
destined gradually to become poorer. 
Her vast accumulated wenith js ihe 
product: not of any intrinsic superi- 
ority, but of her Jons monopoly of 
industriolisution in the carly and 
middle 19th ‘century, which enabled 
her to-create her Immense overseas 
investments. ‘The most she can do 
now fs, If posstbie, to maintain her 
inheritance.

"Great Britain habitually wins her 
wars thanks to her sounder ccon- 
omic wind."

MASSACRE 


Lurid Story From 
Kongmoon Area 


(By Our Own Correspondent) 


: CANTON, July 6. 

A WHOLESALE massacre of 
100 civilians, by the Japanese, in 
the village of Laingok, close to 
Kongmoon, because they refused 
to divulge the whereabouts and 
strength of Chinese  gucrilla 
forces in the vicinity, is snid to 
have taken place on June 27, ac- 
cording to reliable reports reach- 
ing Canton.’ 


To revenge the death of these 
civilians, Chinese troops on the night 
of June 30 struck at Kautau to which 
village the Japanese had been driven 
from Laingok. 

The attagk came so unexpectedly 
that the Chinese swept through the 
village and it is reported that more 
than 70 Japanese were killed, in- 
cluding an officer, 

As reinforcements were certain to 
be sent from Kongmoon, the guerillas 


made ‘no allempt to hold” the villages 


The loss of Laingok, two days after 
they had occupied it, has been a blow 
to the Japanese, wha looked to the 
overthrow of Laingok as the step- 
ping-stone to the occupation of Muk« 
chow, which would have placed the 
Japanese in a strategically strong 
position for attacks on. Shekki. and 
‘Tsinshan. 

Chineso Strike Back 

Meanwhile reports from Hainan 
state that Tingan was recaptured by 
the Chinese on June 26, after three 
days of hard fighting. ’ 

The Jopanese fied to Mancheung 
after losing 200 killed. A good part 
of Halnan is lightly held by — the 
Japanese, but reports indicate there 
is small hope. of them recovering 
Tingan, the whole of the aren having 
pussed into Chinese hands, Chinese

There had been frequent 
quarrels owlng to the defendant's 
opium hablts and Leung had several 
tlmes threatened to turn him out. 


On April 29, Leung told the de- 
fendant und Chan Ki that they would 
have to lenve the house, as. she re- 
quired the cocklof{t where they stayed 
for. some people who were moving 
in on the following day, The defend- 
ant asked Leung for money and this 
she had. refused to give. 


Awakened By Blow 


At 9 a.m. that day, Leung retired 
and slept ona canvas bed in the 
front part of the house, The defend- 
ant and Chan Ki were then in the 
cockloft, Later that night, Leung 
was uwnicened by a blow on the head 
and she saw accused and Chan Ki 


standing by her bed. One’ of them 


held a hammer but she could not say’ 


who that was. Leung then received 
two further blows and lapsed into 
unconsciousness, 


When she was attacked, continued 
the Inspector, Leung had a canvas 
purse containing $15 attached to her 
body. A woman, Wu Shiu-chan, also 
living in the house, was awakened 
ut midnight by groaning sounds and 
found that Leung was lying on her 
bed and bleeding from a wound on 
the head. The Police were'sent for, 
and ‘Leung was dispatched to the 
Kowloon Hospital. 


A warrant was Issued for the arrest 
‘of the defendant and Chan Ki and 
on June 23, defendant was arrested 
ona trading junk at Shaukiwan. 

Testifying, Dr, Petrovsky said that 
the small end. of ‘the hammer fitted 
the hollow of the jnjury on the head. 


The case was udjourned to to- 
morrow. .
